As City Ad m i nist r a t o r 
Boehm can report, the very 
firmly stated policy of the 
State of California is 
against the credits outlined 
above.

Sunday Topic 

The Rev. Richard J. An¬ 
derson of Sierra Madre Con- 
gregatronal Church, 170 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd., will 
use for his sermon Sunday 
at 11 a.m., “Holiness and 
Justice.” The text will be 
Leviticus 11:45, “For I am 
the Lord that brigeth you 
lup out of the land of Egypt 
to be your God: Ye shall be 
Holy, for I am Holy.” 

In commenting on the 
sermon Rev. Anderson says: 
“Perhaps the most penetra¬ 
ting question asked by the 
Scripture is this: How can 
a falliable humanity be 
found acceptable in the 
presence of a holy and per¬ 
fect God? Can a Just God 
pretend he just doesn’t 
notice and turn his head 
the other way? 

“When the time of judg¬ 
ment comes and all the in¬ 
justices are brought into the 
light. What will God say; 
what will He do? Will He 
say to the human race, 
‘You idid,n’t mean to, let’s 
forget the whole thing?’ He 
couldn’t say that and still 
be a Just and holy God. He 
knows, and we know, that 
we did many things in ig¬ 
norance, hut the degree of 
honesty in our own hearts 
won’t even permit lus to say 
that everything we did was 
through ignorance and be¬ 
yond our co,ntrol. No, we 
know that if there is a Just 
and holy God, then there 
must also be a Just and per- 
f e c t s e t tie ment of all 
wrongs without the earthly 
escape of legal loopholes. 
Countless wrongs have been 
inflicted upon members of 
the human rare only to find 
that the agent of evil had 
a legal loophole or military 
might enough to protect 
himself from a just retribu¬ 
tion' for his crime. Can a 
Just God Ignore the count¬ 
ies crimes of man against 
man and still receive the 
respect of even a fallible 
hiumanity?" 

Rev. Anderson concludes 
with: “The obvious and 
right answer is ,no. But the 
book of Leviticus in the 
Old Testament foreshadows 
the manner in which a just 
God, remains just and still 
is able to Justify the ski- 
ner.”
